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Here | am, it’s 10pm Saturday the 18th of 
September and I’m queing up to get into the 
Kelsey Kerridge for a night which promises great 
expectations. i you’ve never been to the Kelsey 
Kerridge it’s a massive sports hall in Cambridge 
with plenty of parking, it’s an excellent venue to 
go and lose yourself to the sound of the 
underground. Once in, we rush straight into the 
main hall to be greeted by a full house of party 
people dancing to the sound of a quite deafining 
sound system. As | tried to talk to other people, | 
found myself shouting at the top of my voice in an 
effort to hold a conversation on how good this 
place is. tt was rocking, we had no choice but to 
stort dancing as Stuart Banks played some ruff 
toons. Before long we are lost in a time warp as 
the breakbeats keep crashing down on us 
knocking us further into a bliss-full trance. Add to 
this a light show that was of high quality and 
lasers that sucked you into the depths of the 
unknown, 


Tolking of lasers, the lasers 2000AD had hired in 
were of the highest quality and very raver 
friendly with plenty of graphics to tease the brain 
tissue, respect to 2000AD for producing a show 
of the highest quality. 


On with the review and out of the main hardcore 
centre, up the stairs and into the House room (for 
only a few minutes | must odd). The house room 
was also full with hip swinging party people. Here 
is a rare quality for you, Z000AD even has a laser 
in the House room. How many Hardcore raves 
have effects to this standard in the second room, 
not many. Once again 2000AD put the customer 
first. Moving back down to the Main arena, the 
times about 3.30am and Jumping Jack Frost is 
spinning the tunes, but not at the best of his 
ability. The night flows on and we're caught up in 
the excellent happy atmosphere once again. 
BANG. It’s Sam, where's ail the time gone ? Ellis 
Dee is on and his lifting the crowd for the last 
hour with one of his marvellous sets that he 
always pulls out of the bag. It’s 6am and the 
night has come to an end, it’s been a night that | 
can only describe as wicked. ft’s been a night 
where we've gone out and felt part of a big 


family without any hassle from either security or 
moody people. Now on the down side, well as for 
as 2000AD are corncerned, there was no down 
side. But one cock up made by the actual venue 
was the lack of liquid to drink on the night. if 
you’re not a lover of milk or tap water you would 
have not been to pleased as the venue ran out of 
water at 2.30am. 


Why you may ask yourself? Well Blaze will tell you 
why, it’s because the Kelsey Kerridge has not had 
@ promoter in who is so good for so long they 
forgett how much water they may have needed. 
The Kelsey Kerridge management have been 
used to smaller attendances for so long with the 
Love Of Life events, they didn’t apreciate the 
sheer pull of a company such as 2000AD and 
therefore could not fore tell the amount of 
people who would turn up. The running out of 
water is in no way connected with 2000AD, they 
warned the Kelsey Kerridge to bring in ample 
amounts, but this wasn’t done. You will be 
pleased to hear it won't happen again as the 
respect is now there for one of the top promoters 
at present. 


Now as many of you may be aware, this was 
2000AD's second one off event in a month. The 
first one as at the Roller Express in London on the 
4th of September, this was also a sell out event 
with many people turned away. 2000AD have 
now proven themselves to be of the highest 
calibur. How many promotions companies have 
staged two one off events in 2 weeks and filled 
them both to the capacity ? Watch out for the 
next 2000AD event at the Kelsey Kerridge on the 
20th November 1993, not to be missed...

We have heard excellent reports come back on 
the party and we know every DJ was present 
because we had copies of the contracts. Watch 
out for the next Nice And Low Promotions event, 
they deliver what they promise. Our respects go 
out to the Climax Cru - our appologise.... 


Well for a weekly club, The House Party sure 
ripped it up. Now if you were one of the 3000+ 
ravers that attended this party on Friday the 20th 
of August you will know exactly what | mean, 
when | say that without doubt it was the best 
night ever staged at this venue. You got for just 
£15.00 14 of the country’s top DJs. The party 
started at 8pm and finished at 7am the next 
morning. There was no garage music to be 
heard, just 11 hours of the best hardcore around. 
So what was there | hear you ask? Well apart 
from the brilliant DJ line up, which included 
Grooverider, Cari Cox, Slipmatt, Ellis Dee, Rap, 
Dougal, Clarkee and Ratty to name but a few. 
There was a full sized cinema, showing various 
feature films and V.R. videos. Also there was a 
games arcade with a great big f**k off space ball, 
for those with a hardened stomach to enjoy.

This 
was because Jumping Jack was delayed by our 
sweet boys in blue on the grounds of that his 
motor car was travelling too fast (and bleedin 
reason to stop us partying, eh?) well as | was 
saying, DJ Rap stepped in early to cover for 
Jumping Jack and had just got into her set when 
he turned up. So Rap left the DJ box and let Jack 
get on and do his stuff.

So what about this sell-out event then? Was it 
good or was it blinding? it was blinding. Totally 
rammed with 100% ravers. The whole venue was 
laid out in the usual high class way which created 
@ party atmosphere. | must make o special point 
by mentioning the way the main arena was laid 
out. The World Dance crew had built the “Stage 
Tower” in the middie of the main hanger. Now 
this tower had three levels, as it went up you had 
the sound level, then on the second level there 
was the DJ platform. This was about 25 feet 
above the crowd, which meant that the DJ 
playing had a panoramic view of the whole of the 
hanger. Above the DJ level was the lighting rig, 
again the lighting people could see all over the 
whole orea. Now by doing this | think the DJs 
and lighting guys were able to respond to the 
crowd in a better way because they could see 


everybody. 


So how did the night go? Well apart from the 
rain everybody | spoke to reckoned it was the 
best World Dance event to date. What with the 
free fun fair (I tell you, the helter skelter was 
excellent fun in the rain!) and a garage room that 
was playing some blinding tunes, and probably 
the best selection of hardcore in the main arena 
Vve heard in a long time. It was a night that was 
well worth the two hour drive home. Thanks for a 
kicking night. Not just to all of the World Dance 
crew, but to all of the hardcore ravers that were 
there to party. 


Finally to those of you doubters out there, by the 
show of ravers at this event, the hardcore scene 
is alive and in very good health.

Well I've been doing hardcore for about two years, but | did 
use to make Hip Hop records before thot. 


How did you get started in the record business 7 

It all started some time ago when me and a friend called 
Shaun were making tunes in studios for fun and stuff. 
Tragically Shaun got stabbed and died. From there | teamed 
up with his cousin and we made a record in his memory - The 
Fubar EP. After that we decided to carry on working together 
and set ourselves up as “Bad Influence”. Everything just took 
off trom there. 


What are your musical influences 7 
| suppose it must mainly be Hip Hop and Soul. 


How long on average does it take to make a record 7 
It varies quite a bit. Some times it takes 2 hours other times it 
takes 2 days. My new toon “Flammable” took me three hours. 


So how exactly did the Johnny Jungle project come about 7 
About this time last year me and my partner Sponge met up 
by chance, he'd just split from “Dance Conspiracy” and I'd just 
split up with my partner on “Bad Influence”. So we decided to 
get together. 


What else have you been up to recently 7 

Sponge and | have set up our own | “Face Records” and 
we've been in the studio with Bizzy B and DJ Mayhem working 
teal hard. Something will be out soon. 


Which producers and DJ's do rate 7 

Definotely Flex, Bizzy B is ruff, everyone at Legend Records 
and Goldie of course. For DJ's it has to be Fabio, Groove 
Rider, Ray Keith, Randall, Flex and Hype. Hype is the number 
1 technicall DJ for me. 


Do you prefer the music of today of the stuff that was around 
@ year ago and what do you see as the future for rave music 7 
| do preter the music of today. I'm not sure about what the 
way chead is though. | do think everyone should stop using 
that Amen break because if anything is going to kill hardcore 
it will be that. People are going to get very tired of it. There 
are loads of breaks out there, it’s just that most people are 
too lazy to look and find them. Havibg said that | do think 
that the Amen breakbeat is the same for Hardcore as the bass 
drum is to House. 


Do you think it’s good for the Hardcore scene when a 
Hendinre record hits the national charts 7 

If @ record was deliberately made for the chart, then | think 
raves seem to lose respect for that record, but if a tune starts 
out Hardcore and sells enough to get into the charts, then 
good luck to the people who made it.

What producers and DJ's do you rate at present 7 

Well, you've got to respect Phantasy for sticking to his guns 
and bringing out some wicked tracks. Also DJ Hype, who's a 
great friend of mine, brings out top toons. 


How do you see the music compared to 18 months ? 

The worl see it in 1992 there was too much Ieegle and 
everyone wanted to be a bad boy and sometimes that created 
@ bad vibe. Coming Into 1993 everyone just jumped on the 
Dark bandwaggon and it was just too much. Bukem has set 
the standard really now. There's also some good stuff on 
Basement Records. | think the music want's to be more 
harmonious with nice strings, breaks and harmonies. 


What do you think of the scene generally ot the moment 7 
To be honest in London the vibe just isn't there anymore, | 
much prefer going out of London to enjoy myself and perform. 


Do wont chart success 7 

Yeah, | would like the money and all that. At the end of the 
day I've got to pay the bills. It's all well and good saying 
“yeah stay underground”, but I've got to feed myself. We 
don’t set out to get a record in the ntional charts though. 


Lastly, any advice for people starting out moking toons 7 

Be careful who you put your trust in. If you can do it on your 
own, do it on your own. That way your in total control, but at 
the end of the day you've got no one to blame but yourself if 
it goes wrong.

The 
company run by John, Wendy and Dave have 
established themselves as one of the most respected 
organisations in Essex and Kent. 


They first got involved on the scene back in 1988 when 
they noticed all the crap on flyers, Up Front wanted to 
try and change this. The first event they became 
involved with was Biology at the Technics Warehouse in 
Slough. There next events were their own including Sun 
Of Science, Enjoy and Global Times which were all major 
successes, By now there were loads of promoters who 
had jumped on the band waggon trying to make a fast 
buck out of the scene. As well as promoters there were 
oll sorts of other services being offered that were just in 
it for the money. For example you may hear stories of 
flying companies dumping 10,000 flyers down o dump 
ond not promoting the event, ticket agents not paying 
the promoters any money for the tickets they sold or 
DJ's not turning up when they are booked and letting 
the promoters and ravers down. With this In mind Up 
Front decided to do something about it. 


Up Front stopped doing events and started to 
concentrate on trying to help the scene become more 
trust worthy. With the help of friends and family Up 
Front Promotions set up a network of flyer and ticket 
distribution for the Essex and Kent areas. As well as this 
they set up a DJ agency full of up and comin stors. Up 
Front continually grew as they become more involved in 
other aspects of the rave scene including offering a 
production service for events. 


In 1992 Up Front decided to hold an event, not for 
money, not for publicity, but for the ITV Telephon and 
charity. The party was held at the Roller Express in 1992 
from 12 midday to midnight for the Under 18’s and then 
midnight to 6am for over 18's. The party had full TV 
coverage and was a success raising money for a very 
worthy cause. 


Up Front are still going strong and helping promoters 
promote their events in a way that is reliable and blag 
free. The reason Blaze has told you the story of Up Front 
Promotions (UK) is to show that today’s scene probably 
has less blaggers than years ago and there are people 
out there trying to get rid of blaggers all together. So, if 
there’s any body out there who is thinking of starting a 
promoting agency or thinking of getting involved in the 
scene in a business manor, always bear in mind to be 
completely up front with everyone you work with. If 
you're not and your only interested in blagging, then 
don’t bother it’s not about blagging and screwing 
others, it’s about enjoying yourself.

This month Blaze travel back to give you a small insight 
to one of the scenes rising stars. Our aim is to introduce 
to you the lesser known names and help our scene keep 
going by providing information on new boys on the block 
rather than just the established DJ's all the time. We will 
give you a small insight into the up and comin’s every 
month, This issue we kick off with Darren Jay... 


Darren first took to DJing some 14 years ago when he 
was 15 by playing down at his local pub on a Friday 
afternoon for a stripper. This went on for a while until 
Darren’s mum found out he was bunking school and put 
@ stop to it cutting his DJ career short. tt wasn’t until 
1989 that Dorren returned to the decks back in the Acid 
House days. His first real break came playing for Asylum 
(London) in front of 2000 people at the end of ‘89. From 
there he gained his first residency for Earth at Heaven 
(London) and the playouts started to flow in gently 
across the country. 


in 1991, Darren decided to take his talents abroad and 
spent the next 7 months DJing in Tenerife. He played ail 
over the island and gained residencies at Fever and 
Banano’s in Playa Las Americas, One funny story whilst 
playing out there was once o punter went to jump on the 
MC, but missed and landed on the decks as Dorren was 
mixing. Darren claims this to be the worst moment of his 
coreer so for. 


in December 1991 Darren Jay returned back to the UK 
to carry on his hardcore DJ coreer. He walked straight in 
te regular spots at the Tasco Warehouse (London), 
where he played for various promoters including Utopia 
Life, Fascination and Rave World. Today, his main 
residency is for AWOL in London, Darren is no stranger 
to a challenge with some memorable sets including 
playing for five and a half hours for AWOL on News 
Yeors Eve 92/93 and a eight and a half hour set at a 
rave in Paris, He can play a wide variety of music to 
cater for any crowd and occasion. He has also done 3 
records (one with Mickey Finn) and a remix. 


Darren Jay is a rapidly growing star whose played for 
such organisations as World Dance, Chillage Village, The 
Maze, Release, Koo, Full Effect, to name but a few. 
Watch out for Darren Jay mixing it up your way 
sometime soon...

| got given a meme, all it said was “Thursday 9.9.93 interview 
with DJ Rap at 2.00pm at her house”. So one the stated day | 
ind myself driving down to E.17 London. Now I’ve got to be 
honest, | was really looking forward to this interview for two! 
reasons, Ist is that | really rate rap and the style of music she plays 
and 2nd, who in their right mind would turn down the chance of 
spending several hours with the ravescene’s most beautiful DJ? 
Anyhow, | was early (and who wouldn't be) and this is what 
followed: 


Blaze: So Rap tell me a little about yourself. 


Rap: OK, my name is Chartisa and I'm half Italian, a quarter 
Irish, a quarter Singapore so | guess that makes me abh...European. 
I've been DJing for about 3 and a half years now and | live in 
London. 


Blaze: How did you get Into rave and has It affected your life? 


Rap: Well | had a really good job, | worked in an office and one 
day | went to a rave with some friends and that was it. | jacked in 
my job the next day. This scene just opened my eyes totally. This 
first rave that | went to was in Wallace road, Hackney. It was a big 
shed and was wicked, that was about 6 years ago and since that 
day I've been into the rave scene ever since. Totally! As | said | 
just jacked everything else in except doing a bit of modelling which 
gove me the cash to rave. 


Blaze: So how did you start DJing? 


Rap: Yeah, | went to this rave at Christmas time, it was an Ibiza 
fave, and a couple of DJs then were playing breakbeats. It was the 
first time | had heard breakbeats and | thought | would really like to 
do that. So | just messed about with my home stereo system that | 
had, which was just a tape and deck, nothing special just an 
ordinary home set-up. It was o really Irish way of doing it, but it 
was all | could afford at the time. So there | thought that if | don’t 
have my own decks, find someone who has, and | got myself on to a 
private radio station called “Rave FM”. Now around this time | met 
© guy called “Jeff B” from Ambience. He had a studio, and we 
started making music together. Now | didn’t know what | was doing 
in a studio but I'm a fast learner and nowadays | know how to get 
the sound that | want. Anyway as | said, | started to make music, | 
went on to “Fantasy” to promote the first record and it sold about 
12000 copies. 


Blaze: Do you have any advice for any of our readers who are 
thinking about making a record? 


Rap: Get yourself a good record company, I’m now with 
“Suburban Base” and they are the best. They really know what 
they are doing. They are so professional that | don’t have to worry 
about anything. For instance Sub Base know how a test press 
should sound, They get it right. If you don’t get a test press right it 
can cost loads of money doing it again. o my advice is check out 
the record company before signing anything, and make sure that 
your with a good one. 


Blaze: $0 how did you get to sign with Suburban Base? 


Rap: How it came about was like this. | had a tune that | had 
pressed up myself and | decided to get a reaction from friends and 
DJs that | know. | asked DJ Hype what he thought and it was him 
who suggested | take it to Sub Base. So | did and they really liked 
it. Now around this time | hooked up with Ashton. Now he is a shit 
hot producer and although | was really pleased with my tune, 
Ashton was able to give it that bit extra. Now | went back to Sub 
Base and said | remixed the tune and when could they put it out. 
Suburban Base said it would take a couple of months, so | said 
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when you hear this tune ie will want to get It out straight away, so 
to cut a long story short, | took it up to Subruban Base, they loved it 
and put it out immediately. Now Ashton and me work together and 
I've just given Suburban Base my new tune which will be out soon 
hopefully. 


Blaze: What do you think of the music on the ravescene at the 
moment? 


Rap: | love it, | can’t complain, | really love it. But there was a 
phase when it went too dark, with not enough thought or quality 
going into the music, but now the music still retains the beats and 
the bass lines are wicked. | think people are using their brains a 
hell of a lot more and the music is more melodic. There was a time 
when the music was so bod that | was just playing old tunes. | just 
didn't buy anything for about 3-4 weeks because if the music 
doesn’t do it for me, how is it going to do it for the crowd in the 
house? That's probably why | get sloaged off for playing old tunes, 
but | don’t give a fuck about other Dis, | don't give o toss because 
no one bothers or influences me. | get paid to entertain a group of 
people, and that's what | try my best to do. | don’t care if | haven't 
got a box full of dub plates, | really don’t care about that. | care 
about the crowd in front of me, that’s all that really matters to me. 


Blaze: How are you treated by the other Dus? 


Rap: Well, being a girl in a male dominated profession, | can 
get away with murder because I’m not seen as a threat to them, 
they don’t take me too seriously, but it doesn’t bother me becouse 
everyone is so nice to me. I've been a DJ for 3 and a half years 
and | have never been hassled by any other DJ. So that says o hell 
of a lot for the people | work with, the attitude of some of the guys 
used to bother me when they used to treat me different because | 
was a girl, but | have got a brain on me and | use the situation to 
my advantage. And | have got to say | think that all my fellow DJs 
are really safe. 


Blaze: So tell me about the Astoria club. | believe that you were 
the first female DJ to play the main room there? 


Rap: Yeah, well | used to play in the Keith Moon bar and the 
promoter came up to me and he saw me pulling faces and so he 
asked me what was the matter? So | told him that it was a shit set- 
up, well he said what's the problem? It’s only for the girls. Well, | 
took that to heart and said to him | bet you that | will play the main 
floor in here one day. Well he just coughed and said no chance. 
Anyway later that night Fabio didn’t turn up for his set and the 
promoters needed a DJ to fill in and he gave me a slot, | only got 
paid £30.00 for that set but it was a real eye opener. Anyhow 
after a couple of months of playing the main room, | asked the 
promoter for a rise and he said no, so | left because sometimes you 
just have to make a stand, no matter what the cost is. 


Blaze: $0 what pisses you off at events where you play? 


Rap: The sound levels. That | think is the worst thing, | mean at 
some parties the levels are absolutely crap. Also | think from o 
raver's point of view that some parties are over priced, and another 
point | would like to make is that | think that more promoters should 
ask the ravers what they want, Like set up a hot line so people can 


say what they thi about DJs, if more promoters did that you 
wouldn't have any shit DJs like look ot Elevation, they have @ het 
line and it's not expensive to get in elther, and it's rammed every 
time, The ravers have a say in what goes on, and they show how 
they feel about this by ramming every rave, every time. But the 
most important thing is the sound levels, after all that is what rave 
Is about, loud musi 


Blaze: So what Is the worst thing about being a DU? 


Rap: The driving. | drive myself nine times out of ten. 
Sometimes a friend of mine called Denzil drives me and also 
Maurice (Mc.Mo). If we are working together will drive. | really 
hate driving, it’s knackering, | end up with a blinding headache. 
That's why | would rather take a job in London for less money that 
9° up North for more money, that’s how bad it is. | hate it. But 
when there's for | am terrified, you know | think | would rather stay 
at home even if I'm broke in my time DJing | have written off two 
éars. 


Blaze: So what style of music are you Into at the moment? 


Rap: Well what | like isn’t important, it’s what the crowd likes 
and wants to hear that Is important. But when I'm at home relaxing 
| like to listen to Dark and Jungle. Now that will probably surprise a 
lot of people, but that’s what | like to listen to. 


Blaze: So where do you see yourself in a years time? 


Rap: | don’t think | will be in the scene in a years time. I'm 
looking to stop DJing soon. It depends though, | will DJ as long os | 
can enjoy it and as long as it is giving me what | want and as long 
as | am giving people what they want. But if the music was to go in 
@ direction that | didn’t like, that would be It. That's not to say | 
don't keep an open mind and am not prepared to listen to new 
music. What | really want to do is concentrate on my own music, my 
other music. | don’t want to be doing this for too much longer. | 
want to be making music for me like really good records that I'm 
totally into. 


Blaze: So what Is your music? 


Rap: Well my music is like Phil Collins, so it's totally different 
from what | do as a DJ. | do all my own vocals, it’s all my own work 
though it's a cross between soul and prince in a way, it’s not 
commercial but it's not as dark as say Suzanne Vega. It’s my own 
style that | am developing. | don’t see myself as a “pop” person, 
but | do think there is an audience for my style of music. | have 
been working on on album for the last two and a half years and 
people keep telling me that | am ready for a deal, but | don’t think 
the time is right, like I'm not ready yet. You see DJ Rap is 
hardcore. Charissa isn't. | will never slag off rave because 
everything | own has come from rave. | would kiss the floor for rave 
and what it has done for me. 


Blaze: So Rap let's get down to your personal life. Next Saturday 
at Elevation | understand that you and Maurice (that's Mc. Mc) are 
getting engaged, so tell me about It? 


Rap: Well | ain’t pregnant so that's stamped on that rumour, 
OK. How we met; well I've got a P.A. set up called Proper Talent, 
and we tour around and promote our records, now the one thing 
missing was a wicked MC which | think is very important. So | was 
at my first Elevation and | heard this voice booming out and | 
thought “yeah, wicked!”. I’m going to ask him if he does any 
outside work, that’s basically how we met. Anyway we had A PA at 
Elevation, and | asked Mc Mc if he would do it for us, well he did 
and that was it, it was great. And from there we just became friends 
and | never even fancied him. Now this was about five months ago, 
| thought he was nice, really cute, but was probably in love with 
himself Mind you at this point | had never really talked to him, but 
when | did | realised that he was a really deep person, he cares 
about people, he likes to get down on to the dance floor and talk to 
the ravers. Like he doesn’t big himself up at all. Anyway what | 
found was a male version of me, like a mirror image of myself. And 
we became really good friends, we would go out together just as 
friends and that was It, so Charlie my manager started to manage 
him and we ended up with about ten gigs together, and | realised 
that it was going to be really hard to ignore this person. Anywa! 

we both tried really hard to keep it as friends and on a professional 
basis. Anyway eventually emotions take over and we hit it off... 


Tne Raven’s Mac BLAZ 
Blaze: So tell me, when did that happen, when was that first kiss? 


Rap: Oh my God, well | don’t know if | should be saying all 
this. Well, we had a meeting here at my flat, me, Charlie and 
Maurice, We were sorting out gig dates were talking away and 
looking at each other. Thinking oh shit, it was just like thot. We 
went out that night together and it was then thot neither of us 
wanted to go home, so we both thought let whatever happens 
happen, well we spent all night talking and really getting to know 
each other, now I’m not in to all this shit that you have to know 
somebody four months before you sleep with them. I'm not inte 
that, I’m into you do what you feel is right and you stand by 
consequences, and he is the same. So that was it, we spent all 
night talking and we've been together ever since, 


Blaze: So what Is the plan for Saturday at Elevation? 


Rap: Well although | am getting engaged, my mind is going to 
be on myself, but we are going to have a bit more of a giggle. I'm 
not going to be into like a really good set DJ I'm going to be into 
the happiest music that | can play. | just want It to be a party os if 
it was in my house, | just want everyone there to be on the “Love 
Tip” | know people and friends are going to cane me and I'm going 
to be totally humiliated, but I’m going to love it. 


Blaze: $0 | am going to be at Elevation on Saturday to take some 
pictures for the mag, but from all our readers, Sean and myself, we 
offer you our congratulations and wish you both all the best for the 
future, 


Rap: Eh I Just... 


Blaze: Yeah | know, you want to shout all those important people 
who have helped you In your career... 


Rap: Yeah, first of all to my friends, my best friends, the girl 
crew, the spiritual 7, Suburban Base, everyone who's into good 
music & finally to Maurice my boyfriend, thanks for sticking with me. 


And so after spending the last three hours with Rap, we 
adjourned for a well earned cup of tea, now | was really 
looking forward to Saturday, when Rap and Mc Mc 
would make their ermegecen official in front of the 
thousands of ravers that would be at Elevation in the 
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The atmerphere ot Elevation was electric, everybody 
had come aeed and to be part of Rap and Mc 
Mc's very special t. At about 2:30am Mc Mc came 
on to the stage and asked everybody in the house to 
quieten down, because he had an announcement to 
make. He then asked Rap to join him on the stage. Now 
' don’t think that Rap was expecting what was to follow. 
As Rap crossed the stage to join Mc Mc she looked very 
nervous, The house was absolutely silent, Maurice (Mc 
Mc) then produced an engagement ring from his pocket 
and slipped it on to Rap’s finger.

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ov come out of a club, rave or whatever and there's all 
these people trying to push flyers on to you. Sometimes 
you say F off, other times you take what's on offer and 
throw them away at the nearest comer or you take them 
home and read them to find out what's on. Love flyers or 
hate them, you need them to discover what's on. So Blaze 
thought they would spend a night out with one of the most 
reputable flying organisations in the country - “Turbo 
Promotions”. They work for such organisations as World 
Dance, Desire '93, Life Utopia plus many more. Lets see 
what the exciting world of flying is all about... 


The nights young, it’s 11.30pm and I’m waiting to be 
collected by the Turbo Cru (the men and women in red 
jackets !). They pick me up and we shoot off in a cloud of 
smoke towards happy Southend. We arrive at 1.30am to 
fly our first club of the night, Monroes at Southend, As 
always the Turbo Cru arrive about 30 minutes before 
kicking out time. Soon the people start streaming out and 
out come the shouts of the ‘flying people’, “World Dance, 
Pirate Club” or whatever. Most of the people accept the 
flyers and get on their way home. 2.15am and the flying 
stops and were off to our next location, the cars of the 
Paradise Club in London Town. By now it’s cold and damp 
and we're running around the cars putting on lovely flyers 
for the unsuspecting raver to discover on their return. 


it’s now 4.30am and | thought it was time to ask some 
questions on what “Flagging” (the slang word for flying for 
any body in the game) was all about. So | spoke to the 
main man himself Terry “Turbo” Petit, the nice man who 
invited me out for this wonderfull night ? 


So who runs Turbo Promotions ? 

Well there’s four of us, myself Terry Petit and Nigle Green 
we are the bosses. Then there’s Sarah my girlfriend and 
Janice Nigle’s girlfriend. They are our right hand ladies. 


When was Turbo Promotions first set up ? 
The organisation was set up 7 months ago. 


Why did you want to start a flyering company ? 

J used to work for another flying company, the service they 
offered | felt was not good enough and | thought | could do 
better. | wanted to offer a service were the parties got 
flown properly and my people were outside clubs ready to 
fly 30 minutes before they shut. Therefore nearly 
everybody is given a flyer rather than just those who leave 
dead on when the party finished. 


How many people work for Turbo Promotions now ? 
40 on a port time basis over the weekends. 


it has to be the hours, | don’t get that much sleep, 
especially at the weekends. 


Any funny stories whilst you've been out flying ? 

You sometimes get people who come out of club’s who 
offer to help with the flying. They stand there with no tops 
on, eyes at the back of their heads and say “Needd any 
helppp withhh flyingg matee”. It all comes out jibberish 
and all you can say without being nasty is no thanks. 
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How did the name Turbo Promotions come about? 
When | was 12 years old | used to do Break 
Dancing and | picked up a nickname called Terry 
Turbo. From then on I’ve always been called Terry 
Turbo and | thought Turbo would be a good name 
for a promotions company. 


The time ticks on and it’s 5.15am, it’s time to 
make the short journey to the Labrynth club. We 
arrive at 5.30am and by now i'm having trouble 
keeping up with the pace. I’m tired, hungry and 
bored with all the trapsing round. When will it end 
task myself ? 6am and a flood (or should | say a 
trickle) of people start coming out of the Lobrynth. 
Once again the flying people start shouting 
whatever their promoting. The small rush stops, 
look at all those flyers on the floor what a waiste. 
Who has to clean up all the mess ? Anyway back 
to the car to do some paperwork on the nights 
events. We're doing the paperwork resting on the 
car bonnet and a group of people walk by who 
had earlier been in the Labrynth. One of the Turbo 
Cru ask the passers by whether they “Would like 
to join the devil worshop club ?” They decline and 
quickly run away in fear. Quite funny as it was only 
a wind up. Some people are very stupid believing 
it was devil worshop club signing on forms when 
really it was only some time sheets. 


’s 6.30am with only one more place to fly, the 
Astoria, We orrive at 7.15am and stand out side 
waiting eargerly with our flyers for people to 
come out. 8am the club shuts and out comes a 
few dozen of people. Hardly worth doing really. 
Oh well, | suppose someone has got to do it. 


Time to go home now | think. What a great job 
these flagging people have. Stand outside clubs, 
get ignored by ravers and soaked by rain. Never 
mind, someone has to bring the news of what's on 
next week, So when you come out of a rave and 
see o red jacket person handing out a fiyer, don’t 
be nasty just smile and toke a flyer (don’t forget 
spare a thought for the tree that made your 
flyer).... 
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month we feature on Club Pandemonium. Slap bang 

in the middle of Birmingham (once renown as being the 

Hardcore Capital of England) a club called “The Institute” 

is currently playing host to one of the most respected 
nights out in the Midlands, “Pandemonium”. 


Lets start off by giving you a litte background history on 
Pandemonium which ozes pure class. The people behind 
Pandemonium are Mark Chamberlain, Paul Dawkes and 
Paul Archer, all experinced in promoting which enables 
them to offer value for money. Their first event was in 
1989, an illegal party in Telford which was successful until 
they got caught. From there 
they decided to go legal in ‘89 
and done three events at the 
Stirchley Sports Hall which 
were all full to capacity. By 
now they needed a new and 
bigger venue as their 
popularity had become 
massive, So, in August 1991 
they held their first 
Andromeda at the Telford Ice 
Rink with 5000 people 
showing their respect and 
partying. In November they 
had their second one at 
Telford which again was another massive sent, Since then 
their have been many parties and many happy people. For 
all those who visited their previous weekly club at Jay Jay’s 
(which ran for a year) and 
haven’t been to “The Instute” 
yet you don’t know what your 
missing. Pandemonium were 
awarded the best value for 
many club in the whole of the 
UK by the music industry in 
July of this year, we don’t 
think it’s ever been awarded 
to rave club before. That 
speaks for itself, what more 
can you ask for than a wicked 
venue and excellent 
promotions company, Now on 
to the club. 


Althhough Pandemonium have been around for some time 
now “Club Pandemonium” has only been running since 
February, but in that short period of time a brand new § 
way sound system has been installed in the club and over 
£275,000 has been spent on the lighting to make it a light 
show that will dazzle and amaze. 


“Club Pandimonium” runs every Friday from 9pm to around 
2.30am and there’s an all nighter at the end of each 
month starting from November. Each week the line up 
boasts no resident D.J’s, but just five or six Top UK DJ's 
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every week, all for only £6 members, £7 non 
members. Pandemonium have a good reputation 
on the rave scene, so on the 17th September we 
decided to take the 250 mile round trip to check 
out the club and see for ourselves why you the 
BLAZE readers are voting for it as one of the top 
three clubs in the country in our club chart. 


The first thing we noticed when we arrived at the club 
was how polite the security were. They did their job 
including a search (as always) and they made you feel 
totally welcome in the process which is good to see. 
Once inside the club we made our way into the main 
room. Now to be honest there wasn’t much action on 
the dance floor at all, but saying that it was only 
10.30pm and the night was still very young. Walking 
around the four floor club we also noticed there was 
absouletly NO BAD ATTITUDE what so ever. The chill 
out room was well furnished for you to relax in if your 
legs can’t take the strain. After spending some time 
there we made our way back to the main room for a 
night of madness. 
After throwing open 
the doors my ears 
were over-loaded 
by the pulsating B- 
Line coming from 
the 24k sound 
system and the 
(what | can only 
describe as 
astonishing) light 
show just lifted my 
brain out of my 
head and threw it 
around the room. 


By now the crowd had filled the floor and were going 
for it in a big way. We joined them to dance the hours 
away with the buzzing party people and an excellent 
atmosphere. The highlight of the night for me was an 
unexpected appearence of DJ Seduction (Who stood 
in at the last minute for the DJ half of Top Buzz who 
sadly were unable to attend). (NUFF SAID JASON...). 
Seduction played some wicked Hardcore along side 
the M.C Mad P (Top Buzz MC) and the crowd soaked 
up every beat as they moved wildly on the dance 
floor. The other DJ's were also fauitiess playing only 
the best Hardcore and the “Ruffest” Jungle. The line 
up on this particular night consisted of some of the 
finest names in the industry, Brian Gee, Dougall, 
Ramos, Donovan B.8.Smith, M.C’s Magika and Muscle 
Head had all of the crowd eating out of their hands 
until sadly the night drew to an end. In my eyes this is 
deffinately a club to visit in the near future, you won't 
be disappointed. A night to watch out for is the 
Pandemonium 4th birthday party on Friday 29th 
October at the “institute” with around 12 D.J’s for 
only £9.00 in advance (see flyers for details). Also, 
watch out next year Pandemonium have some extra 
special parties come up with the possibility of three 
new warehouse venues,
